Jane Swift named acting governor of Massachusetts

The Governor of 
Massachusetts seat is currently 
open, after former Governor 
Paul Cellucci’s acceptance of 
the position of ambassador to 
Canada. Most likely to take his 
place is lieutenant governor Jane 
Swift, who could take the posi¬ 
tion as early as April. 

The 35-year old Swift has 
served as lieutenant governor for 
two years. She will now serve as 
acting governor, making her the 
first woman to take the position 
in the state of Massachusetts, as 
well as one of the youngest - 
and of course, the only one 
pregnant in office. 

According to Sunday’s Boston 
Globe , Swift’s approval ratings 
have been miserable. A Globe 
poll taken in October found only 
20 percent of those who partici¬ 
pated approved of her, possibly 
due at least in part to the investi¬ 
gation that revealed she relied 
on political aides as baby-sitters 
to her daughter. The Ethics 
Commission fined her. Since 


then, however, she 
has attempted to raise 
people’s favor of her. 

As quoted in the 
Feb. 11 Boston 
Globe , University of 
Massachusetts 
Boston director of 
the graduate program 
for Women in 
Politics and 
Government 
Elizabeth Sherman 
called Swift’s taking 
the role as “not just a 
historic moment in 
Massachusetts, but 
the whole country.” 

She also praised 
Swift for her being 
“a young, relatively 
unseasoned governor, 
someone who really 
has not been at the 
highest reaches of 
politics for very 
long.” 

Sherman was also quoted 
reminding people of the difficul¬ 
ties working mothers have. “For 
most mothers, having to balance 
a high-powered career and a 
child is an enormous challenge,” 


she said. Swift’s job at home 
may be somewhat easier as her 
husband, Charles Hunt, is a full 
time father at their home in 
Williamstown. 

Swift was raised in 
Massachusetts, the daughter of 


two hard-working parents. She 
attended school in Hartford, 
Connecticut at Trinity College, 
earning her degree in 1987. She 
was elected the state’s youngest 
female senator at age 25. She 
was chosen to be Cellucci’s run¬ 
ning mate in 1998 mostly due to 
her skills with campaigns. While 
the two were running for office, 
she gave birth to her first baby - 
the first candidate to do so. 

Recently, as lieutenant gover¬ 
nor, Swift awarded grants of 
over $8 million to 40 communi¬ 
ties to preserve close to 2,000 
acres of open space throughout 
Massachusetts. This action was 
part of a commitment to protect 
200,000 acres of open space by 
the year 2010. These grants 
were administered by the 
Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs and will 
be used to appropriate land 
mostly for conservation but also 
for recreation, and also for addi¬ 
tional funding to established 
parks. Another commitment 
Swift has for the 
Commonwealth is Education 
Reform, including the recently 
established MCAS tests.

Boston College 
BC ^ is recently granted permission for 
the building of a new 470.000 square- 
foot campus center in Chestnut Hill, but 
harsh reactions quickly followed. The 
Middle Campus” project had been 
awaiting approval for 22 months along¬ 
side a conflict between the school and the 
city regarding the matter. Community 
members feel the building will be too big 
for the space allotted, making it an eye- 
- re. and also because of how it may 
increase traffic problems. The $90 mil- 
hoc structure would house over 200 
offices, a dining hall, and space for stu¬ 
dent organizations. 


Darthmouth College 

After approximately two weeks, there has 
been little progess in the invesitation into 
the murder of two Dartmouth College 
professors. Senior assistant New 
Hampshire attorney general Kelly Ayotte 
“renewed [the] request to the public for 
assistance” in a press conference recently. 
Half and Susanne Zantop were stabbed to 
death in their Etna home on the evening 
of Jan. 27. The bodies were found by a 
dinner guest at approximately 6:30 p.m. 
that night. Their home is within five 
miles of the Dartmouth campus. 

University of Vermont 

The president of the University resigned 
on Feb. 9 after a stressful three and a half 
year run. Judith A. Ramaley became pres¬ 


ident of the only public University in 
Vermont in July 1997 after serving for 
seven years as the president of Portland 
State University in Oregon. An anony¬ 
mous inside source implied that Ramaley 
was forced to resign by the University's 
Board of Trustees. A petition had been 
making its rounds amongst faculty for a 
vote of no-confidence as well. Criticism 
of the former president was partly based 
around budget issues after a deficit, but 
mostly due to a hazing incident involving 
the men's ice hockey team. The alleged 
hazing incident involved several fresh¬ 
men recruits in the fall of 1999 to walk 
naked, holding each other's genitals, as 
well as consuming alcohol. The reaction 
was so intense, the team's 1999-2000 
season was cancelled. In a press release, 
Ramaley stated that “the job of a univer¬ 


sity president is both difficult and taxing, 
and it is clear to me that the time has 
come for me to pursue other opportuni¬ 
ties.” 

Miscellaneous 

Many colleges and universities have been 
overwhelmed with applications for early 
admission. Instead of deferring a number 
of these students for later consideration, 
institutions are now rejecting them. This 
all-or-nothing move is in response to 
many high school guidance counselors 
who claim that excessive deferring gave 
students a sort of false hope. Brandeis, 
Cornell, and Tufts Universities and even 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
have all established this policy.

To The Editor: , 

I’m puzzled, offended and concerned 
by Christopher Pyne’s Jan 30 column 
"Slappy Says”. 

The point he is trying to make puzzles 
me. If the underlying theme is that adults 
have to take responsibility for their 
behavior, I think few people would dis¬ 
agree with that. Readers of this column, 
however, might be hard pressed to dis¬ 
cern that point having been distracted and 
offended by the examples and callousness 
with which he chose to illustrate it. 

The tongue in cheek suggestions that 
victims of incest or childhood sexual 
abuse should "have a little bit of fun in 
the process” or that the writer has, in fact, 
missed out on something by not being a 
desired target of abuse (“no one even 
offered”) trivialize the pain and make 
light of the horror of abuse. 

The field of cognitive psychology 
includes the premise that there is a close 
relationship between thoughts, feelings 
and behavior. From this, we can under¬ 
stand how our experiences and how we 
make sense of them affect our behavior. 
We extend the scope of our understanding 
to include how past childhood experi- 
ciiwca, pameuLnl> tioumauc 
affect behavior in the present. Survivors 
of childhood sexual abuse (including 
young men who’ve had experiences with 
"lonely housewives/babysitters/older girls 
next door) would like nothing more than 
to be the only ones responsible for their 
behavior. 

But all survivors carry ghosts and 
lessons taught by others that significantly 
impact their behavior. As children, they

lost their innocence and learned the 
lessons of betrayal and the dangers of 
trusting, of shame and secrecy, of blame 
and guilt and that the world is not a safe 
place. In the present, these lessons play 
out on a daily basis. Survivors wind up 
paying the price for the behavior of oth¬ 
ers. If the point is for adults to take 
responsibility for their behavior, why not 
be indignant at forcing a child to bear the 
lifelong responsibility for an adult’s crim¬ 
inal and immoral behavior? Mr. Pyne 
seems to have very clear ideas of right 
and wrong. Where is his outrage at the 
parents and adults who would do this to 
their children (regardless of his views 
about victims who use past history as 
defense for unacceptable or criminal 
behavior)? Mr. Pyne’s demonstration of 
"compassion burn-out” raises larger 
issues that should be of concern to us all 
whether or not we share his opinions. 

Are stories of childhood abuse and trau¬ 
ma so ubiquitous that they no longer 
arouse compassion or outrage? Is only 
that which is so horrific that we haven’t 
heard it before worthy of compassion? 

Or have we become numb with our help¬ 
lessness and inability to comprehend the 
magnitude of abuse and violence experi¬ 
enced by children in our society? 

By glossing over the real impact on the 
child survivor and fast-forwarding into a 
future where the adult rationalizes and 
tries to wiggle out of responsibility for 
behavior, Mr. Pyne insults victims, the 
^cglewhocar^^uttheman^h^om- 

munity at large. I’m saddened by his 
insensitivity toward victims, by his lack 
of outrage at perpetrators. We have been 
forewarned that Mr. Pyne’s compassion 
has "died”. But neither the lack of com¬ 
passion nor caffeine overdose should 
absolve anyone of responsibility for his 
or her behavior in writing a column that 
trivializes both the trauma and the crime 
of sexual abuse and assault.

What happens when the only 
survivor of a madman’s rampage 
grows mad himself on a driving 
quest for revenge? This is the 
question raised in the new movie 
Hannibal. Mason Verger, the 
hideously disfigured survivor, is 
independently wealthy and 
hanging onto life with the 
thought of Dr. Hannibal Lector 
being gored and eaten by a pack 
of specially bred bores. When 
Hannibal is captured it is up to 
Special Agent Clarice Starling, 
played this time by two-time 
Academy Award nominee 
Julianne Moore, to save him. 

In the beginning of the movie 
Agent Starling becomes the 
object of national criticism for 
her part in shooting an HIV-pos- 
itive drug queen with a baby 
slung Horn her chest, in her 
darkest hour a call comes into 
the FBI that a man. Mason 
Verger, has come into the pos¬ 
session of some information that 
could lead to the capture of 
Hannibal Lector. This sets into 
motion a series of events leading 
up to the twisting end. It’s hard 
to talk about this movie without 
giving too much away and with 
all the hype that has surrounded 
this film I don’t want to give 
much of anything away. 

The big question on every¬ 
one’s mind right now is whether 
or not this movie lives up to the 
now classic Silence of the 
Lambs. I bet you I won’t be the 
first person to say this but it’s a 
very hard comparison to make. 
The two movies are nothing 
alike. The first movie had thrills 
but a sense of urgency with the 
back-story of a Senator’s daugh¬ 
ter being kidnapped. The whole 
time Starling is talking with 
Lector you have the thought that 
this girl doesn’t have much 
longer to live before she 
becomes part of a suit of human 
hides. This movie doesn’t have 
that same sort of drive but it’s 
because the story is completely 
different in nature. There is no * 
case to be solved here. The only 
life truly at risk in this movie is 
Lector’s. But is it better than 
Silence ? I would say no. The 
story is not nearly as tight and 
seems to be three stories that 
only interact on the most super¬ 
ficial of levels. Is it worth see¬ 
ing? Most definitely. The movie 
is just as creepy as the first, but 
most of that has to do with the 
filmmakers themselves. 

Ridley Scott, director of last 
year’s phenomenon Gladiator as 


well as Blade Runner (so far) 
directed this installment of 
Thomas Harris' trilogy. He did a 
great job, as per usual. There are 
plenty of scenes, as one would 
well imagine, that are extremely 
gory and disturbing to watch. 
What Scott does is shake the 
camera and blur the action. You 
know what’s going on and can 
hear each and every little bit of 
the action. The movie is also 
cold and dark giving you a chill 
just watching, even before any¬ 
thing happens. 

Anthony Hopkins is back 
reprising his Oscar winning role 
as the good doctor. He’s all 
charm, completely refined, and 
now he’s free. The menacing 
presence is all Hopkins’ doing 
and it’s hard to imagine him as 
anything other than the famed 
Hannibal the Cannibal. He pulls 
off his performance without a 
single flaw and is mesmerizing 
both to his fellow characters and 
the audience. 

Julianne Moore's Starling is 
one of the biggest question 
marks hovering over this movie. 
Jodie Foster won for her por¬ 


trayal of the feisty FBI agent 
and people were wondering 
what would come of the charac¬ 
ter without Foster behind the 
part. The truth is Moore does a 
great job but that is mostly 
because she’s on film for very 
little time. Unlike Silence we 
don’t follow Starling’s every 
move. For the first half of the 
movie Starling spends most of 
her time in a dank basement, 
alone, reliving the actions of 
Silence of the Lambs by listen¬ 
ing to tapes that were secretly 
made of her talks with Lector 
while he was in prison. 

Also in the movie is every¬ 
one’s favorite gangster from 
Goodfellas , Ray Liotta. Liotta 
plays Justice Department official 
Paul Krendler who is drawn into 
Verger’s vengeful scheme with 
promises of money and power. 

In the end Krendler is caught 
and made the plaything of 
Hannibal the Cannibal with a 
scene so shocking and realistic 
looking that many people in the 
theater at my showing either hid 
their faces for a moment or actu¬ 
ally had to get up and leave due 


to the graphic images. 

The main villain. Verger, is 
one of the film’s most prominent 
and disturbing spectacles. The 
make-up job on this actor is a 
testament to the art. Not one of 
the film’s close-ups escaped 
without receiving a disgusted 
grunt from the audience. The 
dripping scarred eye and the bul¬ 
bous place that one used to be 
lips are impossible to get over or 
forget. 

The music of the film is 
another aspect that needs to be 
mentioned. Done to perfection 
by Hans Zimmer the score is 
subtle and deeply moving. 

While Lector makes his home 
back in the states after returning 
from Italy, shopping for new 
furniture, buying new flatware, 
and stopping at the local hospital 
for a bone saw, the music that 
accompanies his travels is a 
reprise of an opera seen earlier 
in the film. The voices lift and 
sway, quiver and wax, but all the 
while remain in the background 
and never impedes on the action 
being shown. Also of interesting 
note is the opera itself. It’s an 


original piece written for the 
movie by industry renowned 
musician Patrick Cassidy. (The 
original under-five-minute opera 
is called “Dante’s Vita Nova,” 
the Vita Nova being mentioned 
by Lector a few minutes later.) 

When I say that the movie is 
dark and blurry I’m talking 
beyond the metaphorical sense 
of the story. Being such a dark 
story the film is a series of very 
dark locations. The film was 
obviously shot in dark areas, as 
opposed to being shot normally 
and then underexposed or made 
darker in post-production, 
because every other shot will 
have the foreground in sharp 
focus while things only a few 
inches behind them (a wall, 
another person, etc.) will be 
blurred beyond recognition. 

One of the most interesting 
and, for me at least, thrilling 
parts of the story is in the pacing 
of what the audience sees of 
Hannibal himself. It quite a 
while before you see him for the 
first time, especially for a movie 
named after him, and then when 
you do see this most notorious 
of celluloid killers it's another 
long time before we see his first 
murder on screen. We hear of 
what he did to Verger (and see it 
in a flashback), we see the 
episode referred to in Silence 
where Lector bites a nurse and 
rips her nose off, and we even 
hear a few veiled references 
from the doctor himself but it’s 
quite a while before the audi¬ 
ence gets to see him murder 
someone in THIS story. And, as 
one would expect, the murder is 
amazingly executed and 
grandiose enough to satisfy the 
waiting audience. 

All and all the movie is great 
and worthy of the series of 
which it is part. It’s not as good 
as Silence of the Lambs , but then 
again few movies are and that is 
really an unfair bar to hold ANY 
movie up to. Return of the Jedi 
is not as good as The Empire 
Strikes Back (if we are going to 
compare it to another great 
movie trilogy where number 
three wasn’t as good as number 
two) but it was still a great 
movie and that’s the case here. 
My advice is don’t go to see it 
with Silence of the Lamb in 
mind but most certainly go and 
see the movie that gives new 
meaning to the phrase “brain 
food,” but take my advice and 
use your judgement (unlike 
some members of the audience I 
sat with) and leave the kids at 
home for this one. It’s certainly 
not Disney.

Since his retirement from government service, Dr. Harvey has lectured students and faculty on the topic of writing winning pro¬ 
posals to obtain NSF research grants at Dartmouth College, University of Virginia, University of Arizona, University of Puerto 
Rico, University of Central Florida, Polytechnic University of New York, Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, University of 
Connecticut, University of Rochester, Georgia Tech and others. He continues in his lifelong service to the Boy scouts of America.

Harvey, because of his life accomplishments, is a role model for today’s students. His early life was similar to that of the students 
being honored as scholarship recipients.

The Washington Savings Bank Awards is granted to students to assist them in the 

development of a community service project of merit. Projects take twoforms: 
Community Service, and Service Learning. 

! Community Service projects occur outside of a classroom or strictly learning setting 
(a club or group of friends, for instance) and benefit an appropriate target group: 
homeless shelter residents, for example, or a minority youth group. 

I When community service is designed to provide a significant, focused learning expe¬ 
rience to the donor of the service, it is called Service Learning. Typically, the server 
reflects upon that service, e.g., in a journal, and works within a learning framework, 
such as a class or independent study contract, supervised by a faculty member. An 
example of service learning is one end product of the nursing home volunteering of a 
student, who guided by his/her teacher, reflects in an organized fashion about the 
sociology of institutions . 

Two awards each in the amount of two hundred and fifty dollars shall be awarded 
each semester to an undergraduate student: one community service award to a group 
of students and one service learning award to an individual. 

Students applying shall provide a description of the project, a rationale, their back¬ 
ground and a project budget. A report shall be submitted at the end of the project 
and the student may be asked to present the project experience to a meeting or class 
I of students and others. The project is seen as providing a model and inspiration for 
I similar student efforts. 

Community Service and Service Learning of projects may address (but are 
not restricted to): 

1. Service in the Schools 

2. Service with Youth 

3. Service and Technology 

4. Service in the Shelters 

5. Service and Health 

6. Mental Health Services 

7. Service and Management

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Danvers Native becomes fifth coach in our Modern Era

Walter Dembowski, a native 
of Danvers, MA. was named 
head football coach at UMass 
Lowell Thursday, announced 
Director of Athletics Dana 
Skinner. Dembowski replaces 
Arthur “Sandy” Ruggles, who 
coached from 1996-2000. He 
inherits a River Hawk team 
which returns 40 players (23 
offensive, 17 defensive) from a 
2000 team which posted a 
record of 2-8 overall and 2-7 in 
the Eastern Football Conference. 

“Wally's breadth of experi¬ 
ence on both sides of the ball, 
his familiarity with the 
Northeast region - specifically 
the Eastern Football Conference 
- makes him an ideal candidate 
for UMass Lowell,” Skinner / 
said. “He has worked with some 
outstanding football coaches in 
previous years.” The appoint¬ 
ment is the first head-coaching 
job for Dembowski, who previ¬ 
ously serv ed as an assistant 
coach at Boston University 
(1990-97), the University of 
New Haven (1998), 

Northeastern (1999) and 
American International College 
( 2000 ). 

“Being from the area and hav¬ 
ing recruited in the area, I see 
UMass Lowell as a place where 
I know we can win,” 

Dembowski said Thursday. “I've 




told every 
player with 
whom I met 
that, first 
we’re going 
to be good 
people and 
good stu¬ 
dents. “We’re 
also going to 
learn how to 
play football 
and have fun 
playing foot¬ 
ball,” 

Dembowski 
added. “We 
will prepare 
for each 
game as if 
we’re going 
to win.” The 
River Hawks 
will open the 
new Cushing 
Field 
Complex 
Sept. 1, 2001 
against Pace 
University. 

A 1988 graduate of the 
College of Holy Cross, 
Dembowski joined the Boston 
University coaching staff in 
1990 as a graduate assistant and 
remained with the Terriers for 
eight seasons. He began as the 
tight end and offensive line 
assistant coach. After three sea¬ 
sons, Dembowski was named 
recruiting coordinator and line¬ 
backers coach during the 1993

and 1994 seasons, and served as 
special teams coordinator/line¬ 
backers coach for the 1995 sea¬ 
son. In 1993, Dembowski 
helped guide the Terriers (12-1) 
to their first undefeated/untied 
regular season (11-0) in school 
history; the Yankee Conference 
championship as well as the 
NCAA I-AA quarterfinal. Along 
the way, BU defeated Kurt 
Warner-led Northern Iowa (27- 
21, 20T) before falling to the 
University of Idaho (21-14). The 


Terriers were named the 
Team of the Year by the 
Eastern College Athletic 
Conference (ECAC ) and 
received the Lambert 
Cup, presented to the 
NCAA Division I-AA 
team in the East for out¬ 
standing achievement. 
The Terriers finished 9-3 
in 1994 made a second 
trip to the NCAAs where 
they lost to Eastern 
Kentucky in the first 
round. In his final two 
seasons, he served as 
defensive coordinator in 
1996 and defensive line 
coach in 1997 while 
remaining the lineback¬ 
ers coach simultaneously. 
In addition, he was the 
liaison between the acad¬ 
emic support center and 
the football program. 

When the BU football 
program was discontin- 

_ ued, Dembowski was 

named the defensive 
coordinator and linebackers 
coach at the University of New 
Haven where he worked under 
Head Coach Tony Sparano, now 
the offensive line coach for the 
Washington Redskins. He 
returned to Boston in the spring 
of 1999 to become the special 
teams coordinator/defensive line 
coach at Northeastern under for¬ 
mer head coach Barry Gallup. 
With a turnover in coaches, 
Dembowski then moved on to 


American International and 
served as defensive coordina¬ 
tor/defensive line coach where 
he helped the Yellow Jackets to 
their second straight Eastern 
Football Conference champi¬ 
onship and a 9-3 record (8-1 in 
the EFC). He oversaw a defense 
which led all NCAA Division II 
schools in turnover ratio 
(+2.25). 

Dembowski was a four-year 
player and two-year starter as a 
wide receiver at Holy Cross 
from 1984-88 where he earned 
first team All-East Region and 
third team All-America honors 
in addition to All-Conference 
and All-New England accolades. 
In his senior season, Dembowski 
compiled 65 receptions for 819 
yards, second to the single sea¬ 
son school record. He led the 
Crusaders to an 11-0 clip that 
year as well as the College’s 
second straight Lambert Cup. 

For his career, he finished with 
111 receptions (fifth-highest in 
HC history) for 1,394 yards 
(eighth-best). He received a 
bachelor’s degree in economics. 
Prior, Dembowski was a stand¬ 
out player at Danvers High 
School where he was an All- 
Northeast Conference wide 
receiver. As a senior, he earned 
all-scholastic honors from the 
Boston Globe, Boston Herald 
and Salem Evening News. 
Dembowski resides in Malden. 
MA. with his wife Trade and 
16-month-old son Andrew.

Freshman Therese Duncan won 
the 400 meter dash - in her first 
time competing in the event coL 
legiately - and qualified for the 
NCAA championship Saturday 
at the Dartmouth Invitational. 
Duncan won the event in 57.36 
seconds, marking the 
second-fastest time in UML his¬ 
tory. She also keyed the 4X200 
meter relay team to first place in 
1:44.76, and, immediately fol¬ 
lowing, went on to place fifth in 
the finals of the 55 meter dash 
in 7.67 seconds. 

Sophomore Heather Oldham 
captured the shot put for the 
sixth time in as many meets and 
set a school record with a throw 
of 47 feet, 11.25 inches, eclips¬ 
ing her former record by 11.75 
inches.
